One of the principal Thanks¬ 
giving attractions in Sierra Ma- 
die was a home-talent Hying ex¬ 
hibition by Lieut. Charles W. 
Schwartz, who flew down from 
Sacramento to spend the holiday 
at the home of his parents, Mi | 
and Mrs. Preston Schwartz. 

Lieut. Schwartz ariived at 
Stocker Field just below Sierra 
Madre at live o clock Wednesday 
evening. He was accompanied 
by Lieut. John Post, the two 
having closely associated all 
through their careers as lliers, 
from the beginning of their 
training. Lieut, and Mrs. Cecil 
K. Sherman of Arcadia were al¬ 
so guests at the Schwartz home. 

Lieuts. Schwartz and Post 
made the trip from Sacramento 
in about six liours, Hying time, 
making two stops for gas. An¬ 
other plane started with them 
but was forced to land near San 
I'ernando. 

It was quickly reported about 
town that "Charlie” Schwartz 
had made the 500-mile lligiit 
home for Thanksgiving and on 
Thursday afternoon when the 
plane ascended from the Held 
and circled over Sierra Madre as 
it made the ascending spiral, it 
was taken for granted thac 
Lieut. Schwartz was the pilot. 
Airplane stunts have become so 
common over Sierra Madre that 
many people no longer pause to 
watch them. But it was diH'er- 
ent when the peiTormer was a 
home boy. Groups of people 
tould be seen on every street, 
watching with keen interest un¬ 
till the plane reached a height 
suHicient to liegin some stunts. 

Owing to the fact that bal¬ 
loon school observers reixn ted a 
90-mile gale blowing at 10,000 
feet a high Hight was unsafe. 
But Lieut. Schwaitz rose high 
enough for loops and dips and 
spiral dives that aroused keen 
enthusiasm among his observ¬ 
ing friends. On his descent he 
reported the aii' to be very 
“bumpy” and unsatisfactory lor 
stunts. 

' i.Jeut. Schwai tz has been ap- 
jjointed commander of Squadron 
A, and has 150 men under him. 
In his capacity as instructor he 
is in the air about eight hpurs 
daily. Cadets are now given a 
complete Hying course there In¬ 
stead of being sent from camp

WINDSTORM CAUSES 

ENORMOUS DAMAGE 

Big Loss Caused to Citrus PYuit 
Growers by Gale Lasting 
Two Nights 


RAILROAD INVENTIONS 
SOUGHT BY GOVERNMENT 


One of the most .severe wind 
storms ever exptnienced in Si¬ 
erra Madre caused great dam¬ 
age to fruit, trees and build¬ 
ings Saturday and Sunday 
nights. The wind was preceeded 
by heavy rain, which fell until 
midnight Saturday. Later the 
wind which had been mild de- 
veloixid into a furious gale and 
lasted most of the day Sunday, 
though with slackening .sever¬ 
ity. After nightfall on Sunday 
the wind ro.se in velocity and 
blew even harder than before. 

Many fruit* and ornamental 
trees were damaged or blown 
down in all parts of town and in 
the valley below. Vast (juanti- 
ties of oranges and lemons 
were blown from the trees and 
much of the fruit remaining on 
the trees was so .scarred and 
bruised as to be aendered worth¬ 
less. Small buildings were dam¬ 
aged and roofs lost shingles or 
iheces of roofing. Telephone and 
electric light wires were blown 
down and it was necessary to 
cut out service on both for a 
time. Several days were neces- 
sai’y to repair the damage. 

While no pipes wore blown out 
of the ground, the water de¬ 
partment and gas company had 
their share of troubles due to 
pipes broken by the uiirooting 
of trees. 

IHXST OFFICE BUILDING 

IS TRANSFERRED 

By the terms of a deal be¬ 
tween C. S. Kersting and W. F. 
Caley, the latter becomes the 
owner of the building occupied 
by the Sierra Madre jwst oHice 
under a ten-year lea.se running 
from 1913 .

Kersting marked one of the real 
stc'ps in the transition of Sierra 
Madre from the country village 
era to the status of a commun¬ 
ity with most of the conven¬ 
iences of a city. The installation 
of delivery service during the 
past year leaves little to differ¬ 
entiate between the services 
rndered to the public liy the lo¬ 
cal office and tho.se of a higher 
rating in quantity of business 
tran.sacted.

The divirsion channel at 
Long Reach will tie constructed 
at government exixmse; the dis¬ 
trict providing the right of way, 
paying damages, fifiilding neces¬ 
sary bridges and agreeing to 
maintain the channel. 

There is no change in the .sit¬ 
uation regarding the ban on 
public gatherings, according to 
information received this morn¬ 
ing from Dr. Mackerras, health 
officer.
